A Summer Outing for Working Olrls. 
Another month, aud girls who belong 


to the working girls' clubs in this city 
will flock to the summer homes of the 
association. There are three of these— 
Holiday House and Holiday Harbor, 
within a half mile of each other at Mill- 
er's Place, L. L, and Brpokside House 
at Mountainville, Orange county. The 
former accommodate thirty girls each, 
the latter twelve. Space in the houses 
i3 divided among the clubs in proportion 
to their membership and is reserved until 
July 1. After that time rooms that have 
not been applied for may be had by any 
club member. In order to give all the 
igirls an opportunity to enjoy a vacation 
bt one of those places the length of each 
gtie*V*rjdi»X. 19 limited to two weeks. 
Theso houses are self supporting, al- 
though they give the girls a needed vaca- 
tion at a minimum of cost. The entire 
expense of the trip aside from the new 
clothes, without which no really feminine 
girl goes anywhere, is only $7.50. The 
terms for board are three dollars a week, 
to be paid a week in advance of departure. 


A sort of general agent has been ap- 


pointed who classifies all applications for 
accommodations, and is prepared to say 
just how many girls'take advantage of 
this opportunity. 
She is Miss Kate 


Walsh, and her headquarters are at her 
club's rooms in Thirty-eighth street.

the founding of these homes. One day 
about four years ago a lady, a stranger, 
called upon Bishop Potter and told him 
she had $7,000 she wished to devote to 
some philanthropic object. 
She could 


not make tip her mind, and so she begged

EXCESSIVE DBTlf. 


Manufacturers of patent tin pail a at 


Buffalo. New York, have been obliged, in 
consequence of the excessive tariff on tin 
plate, to remove their factory to Canada. 
The Buffalo Courier interviewed the manu- 
facturers on the causes which compelled 
them to remove theif factory to the British 
possessions, and summarizes the result as 
follows: 


1. The 
Buffalo manufacturers have 


been compelled to start a factory in Can- 
ada to supply tbeir export trade. 


2. At the Canada works they can torn 


out the finished product for what the tin 
costs here. 


3. Vages have not been advanced, but 


the cost of living has. 


4. The American tin-plate is not in the 


market, and manufacturers cannot get it. 


6. Toe imported^tiu-plate, which costs 


$3 62 a box in Canada, cotts $6 here. 


6. That the in cringed cost of tin plate 


hns rained the manufacturer's export trade 
and thus made it impossible (or him to pay 
higher wages. 


7. That tin paila can be made in Can- 


ada and imported into this country, paying 
50 per cent, duty as manufactured pro- 
duct for 15 per cent, less thaa they can be 
made b'ere. 


8. That the rebate of daty oa exported 


goods ia of no vnlu« to any but a few ol 
tho largesf manufacturer?, because it costs 
more to collect than it comes to. 


9. That other American manufacturers 


8-e intending to remove to Canada. 


It ia daily becoming more apparent thai 


the McKiuley bill has failed to raise wages 
or increase mniinfactures. In fact it ia 
having the opposite effect, and, OB in the 
Buffalo case, is driving a ceitniu class ol 
manufacturers out of the country.

8IL.VJSK SsVMUICATE. 


Reports from New York indicate that a 


syndicate has been orgauized for the pur- 
pose of speculating in silver bullion. It is, 
of course, transacting its business quietly 
at present, as it does not want the price of 
silver advanced until it has purchased a 
large stock of bullion, and is in a position 
to control the supply to a considerable ex 
tent. 


Speculators are aware that a bill for the 


free coinage of silver will bn introduced 
early m the next session of Congress. 
It 


is reasonable to expect that it will pass 
both Houses of Congress, and in the event 
of its being vetoed may be passed, not- 
withstanding the President's objections, as 
the standard dollar Act was over the veto 
of Huyes 
But, however that may be, tl e 


fact that Congress ia expertel to favor 
free coinage will ba sufficient to enhance 
the market value of silver bullion next 
Fall. Tne United States is the greatest 
producer of tho metal, and if the syndicate 
purchases what bullion is offered it can 
compel our own Government, as well as 
Europeans nations, to pay very near coin 
prices for it. As a general rule the public 
are not beuentted by trusts, though Mr, 
Blaine said "they are largely private affair* 
with which neither President nor private 
citizen has any particular right to inter- 
fere," bat the JOOBNAL will frankly con- 
fess that it would be willing to accept Mr. 
Blame's view, so far as the silver trust is 
concerned, if it could send silver up to 
$1 29 per ounce, and keep it there. 
It 


would be some satisfaction, and a great 
deal of benefit to the people of Nevada, to 
tuvo a trust not only compel .England, but 
onr own Government as well, to pay ita 
full coinage value for every ounce of silver 
bullion produced ia the United Slate?.

Whisky Trust, was indicted for conspiring 
to blow up the only distilltiry that would 
not join the trust. Now that distillery has 
been bought by the trust and an effort ia 
being mac'e to quash the indictment against 
Gibson on the ground that the Federal 
statutes do not govern the case. 
As the 


distillery people have nothing to gain by 
prosecuting Gibsou, they having sold out 
to the trust, it is probable that the case 
will be dismissed.

B. Hale & Oo. in Buenos Ayrea, 
and after making one million dollars by a 
financial coup, went to London acid won 
the confidence of Lord Revelstoke, the 
bead of the Baring firm; thence returning 
to Argentine and 
investigating untold 


millions of Baring's gold in doubtful en- 
terprises and securities.

and cleared over a million. Then he went 
to London and talked to Lord Reroletoke 
of the boundless resources and wealth ol 
the Argentine, end returned to Sontb 
America with the millions of the Baring 
bank behind him to spend nud invest.

It is es- 
timated that Sanford expended $3,000,000 
in bribing officials. 
Sanford also secured 


a personal commission, putting him high 
ibove water. The Government liability to 
Barioga on the single enterprise is nearly 
$30,000,000. The losses from the water 
works, however, will not be as great pro- 
portionately as in the purchase of bonds 
and securities.

Mountains Dave Been Moved, Valley* 


Dua; Oat and the Whale Face of Nature 
Chanced In Parts of California by Small 
Streams of Falling Water. 
One of the most noteworthy features 


in many portions of the gold region is 
the elaborate system of water supply for 
the use of the hydraulic mines and the 
tremendous changes which were the re- 
sult of the few years during which hy- 
draulicking was at its height. So great 
have been these changes—hills washed 
away, valleys filled up, others created— 
that in many localities the entire land- 
scape baa been altered. 


The old proverb ascribing the power 


to remove mountains to such as had faith 
only to the amount of a grain of mus- 
tard seed has never been exemplified, 
but the hydraulic miners have afforded 
the most ample demonstration of their 
ability to move mountains in the search 
of wealth. Lofty mountains have in 
fact been brought low through no other 
agency than the pipe line, the monitor 
and the sluice, and the tremendous pow 
er of water never received such an exem- 
plification as in the history of the hy- 
draulic mines of California. 


There are indeed so many remarkable 


facts connected therewith that, were 
they not abundantly substantiated, one 
might well be pardoned for receiving 
their relation with incredulity. One 
might not believe that a stream of water 
issuing from a nozzle or pipe six inches 
in diameter, and with no other force but 
gravity behind it, would have much ef- 
fect at any considerable distance from the 
aperture, yet such an apparently insig- 
nificant stream, with a fall behind it of 
875 feet, will carry away a solid boulder 
weighing a ton or more at a distance ol 
fifty to 100 feet, while at a less distance 
it will toss such a bowlder about as a boy 
would throw a pebble. 


POWER OF WATER. 


The velocity and force of such a stream 


as it issues from the nozzle of the mon- 
itor is something terrific. The column 
of water is solid—so solid that if one 
were to undertake to thrust any object 
into it it would make no more impres 
sion than if it were iron instead 01 
liquid. 
If a crowbar or other heavy ob 


ject be thrust against the stream i 
would be snatched from the hand and 
thrown to a great distance as if it were 
a feather weight, while the man who 
should firmly grasp an ax and attemp 
to cut through the stream would under- 
go an experience that he would remem 
ber for many a day. 


If a man were to receive the full force 


of such a stream at a distance of a couple 
of hundred feet, even though the impact 
be momentary, he would be killed as 
quickly as though struck by a cannon 
ball. He might escape being mangled, 
but the breath would be most effectually 
and suddenly expelled from his body. 


At 400 feet from the nozzle a 6-inch 


stream, with 875 feet fall, swung mo- 
mentarily against the trunk of a tree 
will denude it in a second of the heaviest 
bark as cleanly as if an ax had been 
tised. Whenever such a. stream is turned 
against a gravel bank it cuts and bur- 
rows into it in every direction, gouging 
out great caves, causing thousands of 
tons of earth to fall, which in turn is 
quickly disintegrated and washed into 
the sluices. 


Bowlders so heavy that a man can 


scarcely lift them are tossed about like 
chaff, stumps and trunks of trees are 
thrown to one side like straws, aad the 
work of destruction goes ou at a pace 
that is appalling 
If one who has never 


seen a monitor in operation under full 
head could imagine the ordinary stream 
from a fire hose magnified about a thou- 
sand times he would be able to form some 
conception of its power. 


THE MONITOR IN ACTION, 


The water is brought in open ditches 


or flumes, sometimes from a great dis- 
tance, around mountain sides and across 
valleys and ravines. When the vicinity 
of the mine is reached a box is put in, 
from which a pipe conducts the water to 
the point where it is to be used. It is 
the distance between this box and the 
level of the monitor that gives the press- 
ure. 
With from 800 to 450 feet fall the 


execution done is tremendous. 


At the monitor the water is conducted 


into a still smaller pipe, with nozzle 
about one-third the size of the supply 
pipe, the compression giving it still 
greater force. The monitor is construct- 
ed something like the ordinary hose noz- 
zle, but has a ball joint that permits it 
to be swung in any direction. Almost 
the weight of a finger will suflBce to di- 
rect the movement. 


Easily as it is managed, however, the 


monitor sometimes becomes uncontrol- 
lable, and when this happens a scene of 
destruction and even death ensues. The 
pipe sways to and fro at its own volition, 
and the stream flies first in one direction 
and then in another. 
If the miners 


are not warned in time to get out of 
range they may be mowed down as if 
by the discharge of a volley of grape. 
Sometimes the runaway monitor seems 
as if manipulated by some bloodthirsty 
monster, and appears to be deliberately 
turned upon the fleeing men, following 
them as they fly in every direction and 
overtaking them before they can reach a 
place of safety. 


When a monitor gets away from con- 


trol in this manner there are two things 
that can be done. The water may be 
shut off at the headgHte, a process in- 
volving much delay anil perhaps loss, or 
some brave man may rush in and get to 
the monitor without being struck by the 
stream 
To do this requires agility and 


pluck. The stream is li.ible to box the 
compass inside of a minute, and its 
course must be watched and the probable 
direction noted. Then over the rongh 
surface the man must hasten, careful 
not to make a mis-step, and at the sauie 
time ready to flee should the erratic 
stream betray a tendency to change itf 
course BO as to endanger life. —Ban Fran 
cisco Chronicle
